T-is not unknown to Your Lordfhip in what 
Humour the Council General. of our Com- 
pany and moft Part of the Nation were in, with 
kelation to the Memorial given in to the Senate 
of Hamburg, againft our Company by the Englifh 
Minifters there, upon which enfued the Council- 
Generals late Addrefs, tranfmitted to His Ma- 
jefty by your Lordthip. And your Lordthip very 
well knows, that at your Requeft and Delire, 
only upon Promifes of ufing your beft Endea- 
vours to procure a fpeedy and fatista€tory An- 
{wer from his Majefty, the faid Council-Gene- 
ral_ was prevail’d upon to fufpend reprefenting 
that Matrer further to the Government till the 
fecond Day of Auguft laft paft. On which Day 
your Lordfhip did tignifie his Majefty’s Anfwer

to them at feveral times, by the feveral ways of 
Famaica, Barbadoes, Antegoa, New-England, &c. 
And fent them likewife an illimited Credit for 


| buying of Provifions, till ‘our own Ships and Re- | 


cruits fhould come up to’ them. 


_. We have taken fuch further meafures, as feem’ 
moit reafonable to us upon this unexpected Emer- 
gency, but have too good ground to fear, that 
. hot only what we have already done, but even all 
that we afe-able to do, muft prove ineffectual, if 
the King and his Parliament of this Kingdom, do 
not give fome encouraging Mark of their Favour 
and Protection, to our faid Company and Colony : 
Wherefore we have in all humble Duty petitioned 
his Majefty that he would be gracioufly pleafed to 
take off the Force of the faid Proclamations, and 
allow his faid Parliament to meet at the day ap- 
pointed in Movember next, or as foon as poflibly 
may be, to give their Advice and Affiftance in 
fuch a. weighty and general Concern. 


Your Lordfhips very well know the great Lofles, 
both of Men and Treafure, that we have already 
 fuffered by the unaccountable Proceedings of the
